Room Date of "05-21-2002." The copy of the "List of References cited by applicant and 
considered by examiner" bears the Examiner's initials, Le. "MLT" in the left-hand column 
and clearly indicates the Examiner's consideration of KR 92-18644. As such, KR 92- 
18644 should appear in the "FOREIGN PATENT DOCUMENTS" section of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,067,844. 

However, KR 92-18644 does not appear in the '844 patent. The Patentee 
respectfully submits that the citation of KR 92-18644 should appear in the '844 patent, 
in the "FOREIGN PATENT DOCUMENTS" section, on Page 3, right column, after line 
57 (the citation of KR 90-17171), and before the heading "OTHER PUBLICATIONS."
